THE LEGAL AND MORAL OBLIGATIONS OF 
DIRECTORS. 

Last month we commented editorially upon the 
facts that promoters have obtained from the public 
for the capital and surplus of life insurance com- 
panies organized during the last eight years the sum 
of seventy-five million dollars, and that the invest- 
ment of the stockholders shows a loss to them to the 
end of 1912 of at least thirty-five million dollars, of 
which twenty million dollars is shrinkage in the 
liquidation value of their investment—after allowing 
for the value of the business on their books at ten 
dollars per thousand of insurance—and fifteen mill- 
ion dollars the conservative estimate of the interest 
which they have lost by reason of the inability of 
these companies to pay dividends. 

In many cases the stock of these companies was 
sold by means of misrepresentations little, if anything, 
short of fraudulent, and in other cases the misman- 
agement of the companies’ affairs has been so gross 
that it is probable the stockholders have a good cause 
of action against the directors on that score. For 
instance, elsewhere in this issue we refer to the pros- 
pectus of a company just being organized in a south- 
ern state. The advertisements of that company, oc- 
cupying an entire page of the principal daily news- 
paper in its section, include the statement that its 
stock constitutes “a sound, safe and profitable in- 
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vestment,” and this is followed by a number of rea- 
sons why the statement is true. Among the reasons 
are the following: 

That: “It is practically impossible for the stock 
to depreciate in value.” 

That: “Life insurance dividends run from 10 to 
25 per cent. upwards.” 

That: ““There isn’t a legal reserve company where 
stock is worth less than the amount paid by the orig- 
inal investors.” 

This final statement is astounding in the face of 
the tabulation to which we referred last month, which 
revealed the tremendous loss to stockholders men- 
tioned above. There is little doubt that any stock- 
holder who suffers loss by placing reliance upon 
such a statement would have a: good cause of action 
against the people whose names appear in this ad- 
vertisement, which includes the names of all the direc- 
tors, a number of them very substantial people. 

We do not doubt that these directors would be 
very indignant if told that they were lending their 
names to bolster up false statements issued for the 
purpose of obtaining credit, and yet that is precisely 
what they are doing. In this connection, they should 
make themselves familiar with the decision in the 
case of C. W. Stevenson et al vs. The Great South- 


ern Agency Company, recently tried in the Circuit 
Court at Chattanooga, Tennessee. We are familiar 
with that case, for we criticised most severely the 
management of The Great Southern Agency Com- 
pany at the time that it was apparently most pros- 
perous; and a point which is of vital importance to 
every director of any company which has sold its 
stock to widely scattered investors, who bought it 
largely upon the strength of the names back of the 
enterprise, is the fact that a judgment of four hun- 
dred and eighty thousand dollars was recovered 
against the promoter and eight directors of The Great 
Southern Agency Company. Some of the people 
against whom this judgment was entered are very 
prominent in their respective communities and are 
financially responsible, so that the judgment is a mat- 
ter of considerable moment to them. Others, doubt, 
less because their financial responsibility is open to 
some question, have been permitted to settle by the 
payment of twelve thousand five hundred dollars 
each. The judgment was secured upon the ground 
that the subscriptions to the stock were obtained by 
fraud, and that the directors were responsible be- 
cause they permitted the fraud to go on, although 
it was not charged that they personally originated it

The decisions themselves will not be printed in 
full, and the technical portions will be purposely omitted 
so that the comments on the case, while covering the 
facts involved and the conclusions of the courts, will be 
readable and within the understanding of the layman.

REFUSAL TO ACCEPT LIFE POLICY. 
The Stipulation “that Insured Will Accept Policy If 

Issued,” Construed. 

Conditions Under Which Insured May Refuse to Accept 
the Policy. 

The Court of Appeals of Kentucky recently handed 
down a decision which construes a clause well known in 
applications for life policy. The opinion is as follows: 

The Citizens’ National Life Insurance Company 
brought this suit against John S. Murphy. It alleged in 
the petition that Murphy on November 26, 1910, executed 
to F. B. Spurgeon and C. S. Walker a promissory note 
for $544.18, payable in four months after date, and bear- 
ing interest from maturity; that Spurgeon and Walker 
assigned the note to the plaintiff; that it was executed 





in settlement of the first premium due by Murphy on 
policy No. 17,144, issued by the plaintiff on his life; that 
Spurgeon and Walker acted as the agent of the plaintiff 
in taking the note; that the policy was issued on Novem- 
ber 28, 1910, in accordance with the application made by 
the defendant several times by its agents, Walker and 
Spurgeon, and that he refused to accept it; that there- 
after the plaintiff, on February 9, 1911, mailed him the 
policy at his address, McKinney, Ky., and the policy was 
received by him through the mail and retained until 
Spurgeon and Walker acted as the agent of the plaintiff 
The policy was made a part of the petition. The applica- 
tion which is attached to the policy was dated November 
26, 1910, and among other things contained the follow- 
ing: “No contract of insurance shall be deemed made 
and no liability on the part of said company shall arise 
until a policy shall be issued and delivered to me and the 
first premium thereon be actually paid, all while I am in 
good health.” 

The Circuit Court sustained the defendant’s demurrer 
to the petition. The plaintiff then filed an amended peti- 
tion in which it alleged that the application contained 
this: “I hereby declare and agree that all the foregoing 
statements and answers * * * are offered to the 
company as a consideration for and as a basis of the con- 
tract with said company under my policy issued under 
this application, which if issued I hereby agree to accept.” 
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It alleged that the defendant without any right refused 
to accept the policy; that it was tendered to him while 
he was in good health. The Circuit Court sustained the 
demurrer to the petition as amended, and the plaintiff 
declining to plead further, the petition was dismissed. 
The plaintiff appeals. | 

The ground of the ruling of the Circuit Court was 
that the application of Murphy for insurance was only a 
proposition from him which might be withdrawn by him 
at any time before it was accepted and the contract 
closed; that under the terms of the application the con- 
tract was not closed when the company accepted the ap- 
plication and issued the policy; that no contract of in- 
surance was made and no liability existed on the part of 
the company until the policy was not only issued but 
delivered to the insured; that up to this time he was at 
liberty to withdraw his proposition. In Bishop on Con- 
tracts, § 325, the rule is thus stated: “Since an offer is 
not a contract, the party making it may withdraw it at 
any time before acceptance. Even though it is in writing, 
and by its terms is to stand open for a specified period, 
the result is the saine. With no money consideration, and 
no corresponding promise from the person to whom it 
is made, the promise not to withdraw it has no binding 
force. If a consideration for the undertaking to leave 
the offer open is given and accepted, this constitutes of 
itself a contract, and the offer cannot be withdrawn.” 

A proposition or offer imposes no obligation on the 
party making it unless it is accepted by the party to 
whom it is made, and no obligation is then imposed un- 
less the acceptance closes the contract, so that it is bind- 
ing upon both parties, for where the promise of one is 
the consideration of the other, neither party can be 
bound unless the other is bound. Moxley vs. Moxley, 
2 Metc. 309; Second National Bank of Ashland vs. Rouse, 
142 Ky. 612, 134 S. W. 1121. 

In New York Life Ins. Co. vs. Levy, 122 Ky. 457, 92 S. 
W. 325, 29 Ky. Law Rep. 6, 215 L. R. A. (N. S.) 739, the 
facts were these: On December 30th Levy applied to the 
local agent for $10,000 of insurance to be written in two 
$5,000 policies. On January 20th he paid the first pre- 
mium. On the day before, however, the company had at 
its general office considered the application and rejected 
it for $10,000, but approved it for $5,000, and issued a 
policy thereon which was sent to the agent who delivered 
it to the son of the insured, the insured having died in 
the meantime. It was held that there was no contract 
of insurance, and that there could be no recovery against 
the company. 

In Provident Savings Assurance Society vs. Elliott, 93 
5. W. 659, 29 Ky. Law Rep. 552, the application contained 
a similar provision to that above quoted, and, the policy 
not having been delivered while the insured was in good 
health, it was held that the contract was not completed. 

In McGregor vs. Metropolitan Life Ins. Co., 143 Ky. 
488, 136 S. W. 889, the policy was not delivered, the lan- 
guage of the application being similar to that quoted 
above, and it was held that no binding contract had been 
made. 

In Dickerson’s Adm’r vs. Providence Savings Society, 
©2 S. W. 825, it was agreed between the applicant and 


the agent that the agent would send on the application 


and that the applicant would finally decide when the 
policy came whether he would accept it. When the policy 
came the insured was sick and it was never delivered. It 





was held that there could be no recovery. A number of 
authorities are collected in these opinions. Those were 
all cases in which the insurance company was sought to 
be held liable; but the same rule must be applied to the 
insured, for the liability, if any, must be mutual. 

In the Whiting vs. Mass. Ins. Co., 129 Mass. 240, 37 
Am. Rep. 317, the application providing as here that the 
first premium must be paid before the contract was com- 
plete, the insured did not pay the premium, and it was 
paid by another as a volunteer. It was held that there 
was no binding contract. The court said: “It is not 
enough that the form of the policy had been approved, 
for it was still optional with Fairfield whether he would 
by payment make it a binding contract. If he declined 
or neglected to pay, the company would have no claim 
for the premium against him, or against his estate, be- 
cause the risk never attached.” The same question rose 
in Hogben vs. Metropolitan Life Ins. Co. 69 Conn. 503, 
38 Atl. 214, 61 Am. St. Rep. 53, and was decided in the 
same way. See, also, Rogers vs. Charter Oak Life Ins. 
Co., 41 Conn., 97; Mutual Life. Ins. Co. vs. Young, 23 
Wall 85, 23 L Ed. 152; 29 Cyc. 713. 

In Summers vs. Mutual Life Ins. Co., 12 Wyo., 394, 75 
Pac. 944, 109 Am. St. Rep. 1009, the court said: “There 
can be no doubt but that a life insurance company has 
the absolute right to insist that it shall accept an appli- 
cation and issue a policy before it shall be bound as an 
insurer; neither can there be any doubt of the right of 
one desiring or applying for insurance to require a deliv- 
ery to him, and acceptance by him of the policy before 
he will be bound.” 

In a note to Stephenson vs. Allison, 138 Am. St. Rep. 
63, the learned editor, summing up a number of cases, 
says: “Acceptance of the policy is the act of the insured 
and is expressive of his intent to be bound by the condi- 
tions of the contract in the same manner that delivery 
is expressive of the intent of the insurer, and is not only 
equally necessary, but is subject to the same limitations 
as are heretofore outlined with respect to delivery. As- 
suming that the contract is one requiring delivery to 
complete it, the interdependent relation between the two 
acts is such that contract is obviously subject to the 
qualification that acceptance, either actual or construc- 
tive, is as necessary as a valid delivery to render it com- 
plete and binding.” . 

When the plaintiff's agents tendered the policy to the 
defendant and he refused to accept it, he withdrew his 
offer, and his proposition was then at an end. The com-. 
pany could acquire no right by subsequently mailing the 
policy tq him, when it knew that his proposition had 
been withdrawn. It is true it is stipulated in the appli- 
cation that the assured agrees to accept the policy if 
issued, but this was only an agreement not to withdraw 
his proposition before the policy was delivered; and, 
there being no consideration for this agreement, he was 
not bound by it. In order for an agreement not to with- 
draw a proposition to be binding as shown above it must 
be supported by a consideration. Here the insurance 
upon his life was the sole consideration of the defendant’s 
promised to pay the note he executed. -The insurance 
never having become binding, there was no consideration 
to support his promise to pay. 

Judgment affirmed.

Supreme Court Upholds Insurance Com- 
missioner. 

In our report upon this compahy on 
page 32 of our 1913 volume we state 
that the company sued the Commis- 
sioner of Insurance of Oregon to com- 
pel him to issue it a license, and that 
the case was then pending in the Su- 
preme Court. On September 9, 1913, 
the Supreme Court dismissed the suit 
filed by the company and upheld the 
Commissioner, ruling that he was jus- 
tified in suspending the company’s li- 


cense to transact business because of 
fraud and deception practiced in its 
organization. 


We understand that the company has 
outstanding only about $200,000 of in- 
surance. As the company has no au- 
thority to accept premiums, the insur- 
ance lapses as fast as the premiums 
become due. Some action should be 
taken to protect the policyholders of 
the company. 


ATLAS LIFE ASSURANCE COMPANY, 
MONTGOMERY, ALA. 

Ambitious Southern Promo- 

tion. 

This company succeeds the Atlas In- 
surance Company of Montgomery, Ala., 
which was incorporated and began 
business in June, 1910, under the mu- 
tual aid and industrial law with $100,- 
000 authorized capital. Now it is to 
be reorganized as a “million dollar 
corporation.” 

We have before us a full-page ad- 
vertisement of the company, which was 
printed in three Montgomery newspa- 
pers, and also the “Birmingham News” 
and the “Mobile Item.” In this ad- 
vertisement it is stated that the com- 
pany will transact all profitable lines 
of insurance underwriting. It also 
gives several reasons why an invest- 
ment in stock of this company will be 
“sound, safe and profitable.” One of 
the reasons given is an absolute false- 
hood. As the management in its en- 
thusiastic advertisement, to quote its 
own phraseology, says: “We challenge 
‘the world on any. statement in this 
declaration, or on any other message 
we may be privileged to give to the 
public on the Atlas Life Assurance 
Company,’ we give the statement we 
take exception to verbatim: 

“Because there isn’t a legal reserve 
company where stock is worth less 
than the amount paid by the original 
investors.” 

We cannot conceive how anyone pro- 
fessing to have any knowledge at all 
of the’ life insurance business could 
lend his name to such a statement. It 
has been generally known for years 
that many of the new legal reserve 
companies organized have- gone out of 
business, the stockholders receiving a 
very small percentage of the money 
paid for the stock. There is today a 
very large number of the legal reserve

life insurance companies organized 
during the past eight years whose stock 
is not worth anywhere near the price 
paid for it. We have only recently 
published an exhibit which shows that 
the investment of the stockholders of 
these companies, as a whole, has de- 
preciated at least thirty-five million 








dollars. 

Another “reason” to which we take 
exception, reads: “Because the mar-

During 1912 the percentage of new 
premiums used for first year expenses 
of the various companies ranged 
from 40 to 220 per cent., and the

The par value of the stock of this 
company is $10 per share and the first 
issue is to be sold at $20 per share, the 
company reserving the right to ad- 
vance the price of the stock to $25 per 








share without notice. 
It should be borne in mind that the 
company will transact industrial as 


well as ordinary life business, and that 
it costs a great deal of money to 
tablish a company writing industrial 
business, if indeed it can be established 
at all. We have in mind a conserva- 
tively managed company in the East 
that writes ordinary as well as indus- 
trial business, where the stockholders 
have had to contribute from time to 
time during the first fifteen years of 
its operation nearly a million and 
three-quarters in order to prevent an 
impairment of capital; also a company 
in the West which commenced business 
in 1906, and each year since the stock- 
holders have had to contribute very 
large sums to surplus account to pre- 
vent an impairment of capital. In 
both cases no dividends have been paid 
to the stockholders. 

In view of these facts, and the fur- 
ther fact, that it is well understood by 
experienced life insurance men, that it 
takes several years for a new life in- 
surance company to actually earn divi- 
dends for its stockholders, the man- 
agement of this company is not justi- 
fied in using over-optimistic and in 
some cases misleading statements In 
advertisements to attract investors. |

License in New Mexico Revoked. 
The Superintendent of Insurance of 
New Mexico advises us that the license 
of this association to transact busi- 
ness in New Mexico has been revoked, 


the reason being that the association 
refused to permit an examination of 
its affairs by that state. 

The examination was demanded at 


the time of its application for a certi- 
ficate of authority whereupon the as- 
sociation retained attorneys to take 
the matter up with the Insurance De- 
partment, and upon doing so, the at- 
torneys agreed that the examination 
should be made. The certificate was 
then granted on condition that such 
examination would be made. The 
company remonstrated, so the Depart- 
ment gave it ten days to either have 
the examination made, or have its cer- 
tificate of authority revoked. The as- 
sociation notified the Department that 
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it would absolutely refuse to permit 
examination, and its certificate of 
was thereupon revoked. 

In response to our request for a 
statement regarding the matter, this 
association states that it was recently 
examined by the Nebraska Department 
and felt that the New Mexico Depart- 
ment should accept that report of ex- 
amination.

INDEPENDENT ORDER OF FOREST- 
ERS, TORONTO, ONT. 
At the last session of the Dominion 





Parliament, the Independent Order of 
Foresters Consolidated Act was passed, 
| with the approval of the Dominion In- 
Surance Department, The Act pro- 
vided machinery for the extinguish- 
|ment of the Order’s existing actuarial 
deficiency, and for the maintenance in 
‘future of reserves on all business of 
‘the Order on the basis of its own mor- 
tality experience and four per cent. in- 
‘terest. This legislation, however, was 
not to come into force until adopted by 
a two-thirds vote of the delegates pres- 
ent at a regular meeting of the Su- 
preme Court, to be held within six 
months of the passing of the Act. At 
the sixteenth regular meeting held in 
Toronto, August 26-30, the delegates 
adopted the measure, the first vote be- 
ing 176 for and 28 against. On a mo- 
tion made by one of the minority to 
make it unanimous, all but 4 voted for 
the adoption. The act therefore went 
into force on August 26, 1913. 

The Act made no changes in the ob- 
jects or benefits of the Order. It pro- 
vided for the ascertainment of the pro- 
portion of the funds which had been 
accumulated from the payments of 
members joining prior to January l, 
1899, and the proportion which had 
been accumulated from payments of 
members joining since that date, when 
higher rates for new members went 
into effect. In accordance therewith it 
was ascertained that at December 31, 
1912, $6,245,660.62 had been accumu- 
lated from payments of “pre ’99 mem- 
bers,” and $14 314,250.09 from “post ‘98 
members.” 

In accordance with the Act a valua- 











tion of the liabilities was made on the 
basis of the Order’s own mortality ex- 
perience and four per cent. interest, 
and it was found that the present value 
of the certificates held by the pre ‘99 
members was $32,250,000.00 as at Octo- 
ber 1, 1913, while the porfion of the 
accumulated funds applicable to such 
certificates at the same date would be 
$6,000,000.00. A like valuation was 
made for the post ’98 members, which 
showed a surplus of $1,725,000.00, that 
is, the funds accumulated by post ’98 
members exceeded by that amount the 
present value of their certificates. This 
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surplus arose owing chiefly to the ex- 
cess in interest earnings over the rate 
assumed, 

The Act permitted the establishment 
of a Fraternal Fund, from the excess 
interest earnings over 4 per cent., and 
provided that this Fund should be ap- 
plied to the relief of the pre 1899 mem- 
bers. Accordingly $1,000,000 was trans- 
ferred through the Fraternal Fund 
from the funds of the post 1898 mem- 
bers to the funds of the pre 1899 mem- 
bers, increasing their share of the ac- 
cumulated funds to $7,000,000.00 as at 
October 1, 1913. This left a deficiency 
on pre 1899 certificates of $25,250,000.00. 
The deficiency was to be apportioned 
among pre 1899 members in proportion 
to the amount of the members’ certifi- 
cates, but so that the deficiency on any 
certificate should not exceed the re- 
serve proper to such certificate accord- 
ing to the Foresters Experience and 4 
per cent. interest. This was done and 





the deficiency apportioned. The as- 
sessments levied at any particular age | 
and year at entry will be furnished | 
upon request. 

The act authorized the Supreme 
Court to collect from each of the pre) 
'99 members his apportioned share of 
the deficiency in one of three ways: | 

(a) By levying a lump assessment | 
against each of the members, the ag- 
gregate of which will equal the amount 
of such deficiency, which lump assess- 
ment will be made payable October 
1, 1913, or at the option of the member 
may be made a charge against his bene- 
fit certificate. 

(b) By re-rating each member so 
that the increased re-rating in the ag- 
gregate during the lives of such mem- 
bers will make provision for such de- 
ficiency. 

(c) By crediting each member with 
the proportion of the accumulated 
funds equitably apportioned to him, 
and calling upon the member after the 
absorption of such credit in the pay- 
ment of assessments, to pay each year 
his share of the current Mortuary and 
disability Claims. 

The first method was adopted, and a 
special assessment was levied in ac- 
cordance therewith, to be paid on or 
before October 1, 1913, and if not so 
paid, said assessment to be a lien or 
debt against the member’s mortuary 
benefit certificate, bearing interest at 
4 per cent. per annum, compounded an- 
nually, and together with the interest 
to be deducted out of the monies or first 
monies payable by the order under the 
mortuary benefit certificate of such 
member. The following is a copy of 
the official notice of the assessment: 
“Notice of Assessment to the Members 

who entered the Order under the 

Constitution and Laws from time to 

time in force prior to the first day of 

January, 1899. 

“You and each of you are hereby no- 
tified that by order of the Supreme 
Court of the Independent Order of For- 
esters, made in regular session pursu- 








ant to the provisions of the Independ- 
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ent Order of Foresters Consolidated 
Act, you are required to pay a special 
assessment, for each $1,000 of your 
mortuary benefit certificate, or at the 
Same rate for any part of $1,000 of 
your mortuary benefit certificate, of the 
amount shown in the subjoined table of 
Assessments for your age at entry and 
for your year of entry into the Order, 
and that the said assessment is payable 
to the Order at its Home Office in the 
City of Toronto, Canada, on or before 
the first day of October, 1913. 

“The age on nearest birthday at in- 
itiation, or increase of mortuary bene- 
fit, as the case may be, is to be taken 
in every case as the age at entry. 

“The assessment for a member who 
desires to continue in good standing for 
the Expectation of Life Benefit shall 
be in addition to his proper assess- 
ment according to the above table one- 
half of such assessment. 

“A member who reduced his mor- 
tuary benefit certificate in accordance 
with the provisions of Option A in 
1908 is allowed, if he choose, to re-in- 
State his mortuary benefit certificate 
for the original amount thereof upon 
signing an application to borrow from 
the Order the difference between his 
original rate of assessment and the,rate 
as readjusted in 1908, and delivering 
the same to the Supreme Secretary be- 
fore October 1, 1913, and thereupon his 
assessment shall be the assessment ac- 
cording to the Table below for the 
original amount of his mortuary certi- 
ficate. Otherwise his assessment shall 
be according to the said Table, but for 
the reduced amount of his mortuary 
benefit certificate. 


“Under the provisions of the Act if 
the foregoing assessment is not paid 
by the member on or before the first 


day of October, 1913, the amount of the 
said assessment shall be a lien or debt 
against such member's mortuary bene- 
fit certificate, bearing interest until 
paid at the 
annum, compounded annually, and to- 
gether with the interest and any other 
indebtedness of the member to the Or- 
der shall be deducted by the Order out 
of the monies or first monies payable 
by the Order under the mortuary bene- 
fit certificate of such member. 

“The interest upon the said lien or 
debt may at the option of the member 
be paid in equal monthly installments 
with the usual monthly premium or 
assessment of such member.

In 
connection with this item subscribers 
should read our comments on pages 222 
and 223 of our 1913 volume. The total 
liabilities amounted to $726,433.45, 
leaving a surplus to policyholders of 
$588,263.33. The paid-in capital of the 
Inter-Southern Life amounted to $493,- 
676.81 and that of the Southern Na- 
tional amounted to $117,470.00, making 
a total of $611,146.81. The capital was 
impaired $22,883.48. The combined in- 
surance in force amounted to $13,809,- 
574. The combined insurance in force 
of the two companies on December 31, 
1912, was $13,992,739. 

The par value of the stock of the 
Inter-Southern Life is $10 per share 
and that of the Southern National Life 
is $5 per share. The merger was made 
on the basis of exchanging one share of 
Inter-Southern Life stock for two 
shares of Southern National Life stock. 

Ed. L. Williams, former president of 
the Southern National Life, became 
vice-president and general manager of 
the Inter-Southern. Dr. M. K. Allen, 
former medical director of the Southern 
National, became one of the medical di- 
rectors of the Inter-Southern, and Stan- 
ley Reed, formerly assistant secretary 
of the Southern National, became as- 
sistant secretary of the Inter-Southern. 

The agreement provides that these 
officers shall draw the same salaries 
and perform the same services as they 
formerly did with the Southern Na- 
tional Life. All of the former officers of 
the Southern National Life are direc- 
tors of the new company besides hold- 
ing the official positions mentioned 
above. From this it would appear that 
the merger of the two companies has 
not materially reduced over-head 
charges, which is one of the principal 
advantages to be gained by the stock- 
holders through a merger.

“During the year of 1912, certain 
stock notes were paid and the stock 
issued, par value $18,760, which, to- 
gether with $20 par value (two shares 
sold during 1912) is shown in line 3, 
page 2 of the statement. The surplus 
paid in by the purchasers of the stock 
issued, amounted to $30,965, and is 
shown in line 35, page 2.
